There was no demonstration at Old Dominion College 
(ODC); however, a demonstration involving both Negroes and 
whites occurred on the night of 10/2/68 outside the Norfolk 
Municipal Arena in downtown Norfolk, Virginia, during the 
time that President-Elect NIXON was holding a political rally 
inside the Arena. This demonstration was reported in the LHM 
under the caption, "VISIT OF PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATE RICHARD M. 
NIXON TO NORFOLK, VIRGINIA, 10/2/68." 

It was pointed out that some of the demonstrators 
were carrying placards protesting the war in Viet Nam while 
others were political in nature -- anti-NIXON and pro-Germany. 
Among the demonstrators was an adult white male identified

The group of demonstrators of which the hippie element 
j. was a part was observed to be dirty, unkempt, bearded young

I. Potential Counterintelligence Action - 
It, has been suggested in referenced letter that a letter 
be fcrwarded to Commanders of certain veterans organizations 
.complaining and deploring the fact that Old Dominion College 
(ODC) would allow the ODC Chapter of the Students for a 
Democratic Society- (SDS) to secure a room in the Student 
Center on the ODC campus for use by the Draft Committee of 
the Tidewater Chapter, Clergy and Laymen Concerned About 
Vietnam. It is to be noted that the SDS at ODC was not 
active during the summer 1968 session, therefore, it was 
felt that such a letter would not have been effective at 
that time. It is also to be noted that a recent article 
-appeared in the ODC school publication, "The Mace and 
Crown," dated 9/25/68, in which it was reported that the 
ODC Chapter of SDS had voted on the previous Friday to 
.disband its organization under that name and reform and 
affiliate itself with Campus Americans for Democratic 
Action. In view of this, it is not anticipated that an 
anonymous letter will be forwarded to Commanders of 
veterans organizations complaining about SDS action as 
regards to draft counseling. ^ ^

(SDS) was organized on the campus of Old Dominion College (ODC), 
Norf olk, V irginia.* in February, 1967.

February 17, 1967, reported that the SDS held an organizational 
meetingT on Tuesday, February 14, 1967, with appr oxiAatelv sixteen 
student s affiliating. This article identif

On September 28, 1967, a representative of another U. S. 
Government agency, reported that a source of that agency, who 
had furnished reliable information in the past, attended the 
initial meeting of the ODC/SDS held in the Lewis W. Webb Student 
Center at ODC on September 18, 1967. According to the source, 
of the approximately forty individuals present, fifteen signatures 
were obtained who expressed interest in becoming members. 


This source reportedly advised that 
as chairman of this initial meeting of the ODC 
reportedly was elected as permanent chairman.

On October 16, 1967, this source reportedly determined 
that the ODC/SDS turned in to the ODC Student Governmer-t a list

On February 12 and 15, 1968 , a second source , who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, reported that thfc 
membership of the ODC/SDS had decreased to the point the organiza- 
tion exerts little or no influence on the student affairs at ODC. 
This source said the membership of the ODC/SDS at that time|was 
between five and seven active student members. '

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This ne wspaper article continued in pointing out 

~ a senior at ODC and spokesman for the SDS said 
Fix members of the SDS at ODC, although there 
were around fifteen before the group got in trouble with school 
authorities in the Fall of 1967 for passing out an SDS newsletter 
containing some four-letter words considered objectionable. 


On February 15, 1968, a third source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that the ODC/SDS was 
almost defunct, and it was believed that the ODC/SDS could not 
muster enough enthusiasm among ODC students to stage a demonstration 
against the Dow Chemical Company representative who was to be at 
ODC interviewing job applicants that day, February 15, 1968. 


The first source, supra, reportedly advised on February 19 
1968, that ODC/SDS did not demonstrate on February 15, 1968, 
because SDS could not interest at least ten people to participate 
in the demonstration.

On the same day, 
according to the article, the Dean of Students ordered seizure of 
the paper to determine if it violated a college regulation 
prohibiting the distribution of obscene material.

The Students tor a Democratic Society (SDS), as it is 
known today, came into being at a lounding convention held at 
Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of 
protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status, denouncing United States 
intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically transform" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gas Hall, General Secretary, Communist Party, 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United press 
International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, 
described the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which the 
Party has "going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS National 
Convention, an anti -communist proviso was removed from the SDS- 
constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left 
Notes," the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman 
stated that there are some communists in SDS and they are 
welcome. The national headquarters of this organization as of

A source advised that on October 26 - 27, 1963, a 
conference of membersof the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establishment 
of a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization which 
would hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The 
delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume that 
the young socialists attracted into this new organization would 
eventually pass into the CP itself. 


A second source has advised that the founding con- 
vention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19 - 21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates from 
throughout the United States attended this convention. 


The second source advised on May 1, 1967, that the 
current officers of the DCA, as well as all members of the DCA 
National Executive Committee, are members of the CP and that 
the CPUSA furnishes the major financial support for the DCA 
national office.

The second source advised that in September, ]966, 
Franklin Alexander, DCA National Chairm an, st ated t hat the DCA 
ii now in fact a functioning young communist league. Also, in 
September, 1966, Mike Zagarell, CPUSA, Youth Director, stated 
that in Negro communities the Party still supported the plan to 
build "left" socialist centers and to solidfy the Party base 
through the DCA.

A source stated on August 20, 1966, that the National 
Coordinating Cor^ittee to End the War in Vietnam (NCCEWV) had 
its origin in August, 1965, when some participants in the March 
on Washington of August 7, 1965, decided to establish a center to 
co-ordinate all anti-Vietnam war activities in the United States. 
A Steering Committee was formed and at a National Convention, 
held in Washington, D. C. , November 2*+ - 28 , 1965, the NCCEWV 
was formally organired and a constitution approved. The Steering 
Committee included delegates from the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) and the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) . 

Characterizations of the YSA and DCA are attached. 

A second source stated on January l4 , 1966, that at the 
first meeting of the Steering Committee of the NCCEWV, held at 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, January 8 and 9, 1966, the committee 
included several members of both the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP) and the Communist Party. 

The SWP has been designated by 
the Attorney General pursuant

The first source further stated that a struggle for 
influence over the NCCEWV and its founding had taken place 
between the DCA and the YSA, with the DCA and its supporters 
winning out to become one of the major forces in the NCCEWV.

however, there was much objection by the SDS Chapter at 
ODC during the period that the prohibition was in effect. 

The 5/12/67, edition of "The Virginian-Pilot," a 
Norfolk newspaper, reported the president of ODC lifted the 
ban on the SDS Newsletter. 

During the Spring Semester, 1967, the ODC Chapter 
of SDS was active in opposing certain policies by the 
administration and picketing in opposition to the Vietnam 
policy by the U. S. Government. 

Sources at ODC reported very little activity by 
the ODC Chapter of SDS during the Fall and Spring Semesters 
of the school year 1967 - 1968. 

The 11/23/67, edition of the "Ledger-Star," a Norfolk 
newspaper, reported that the SDS had come in disfavor with the 
ODC administration in 1967 for printing certain words in the SDS 
Newsletter and as a result the current president of the SDS 
Chapter at ODC and some of her cohorts were placed on conduct 
probation as a- result of the incident. This probation, 
according to the newspaper, was placed by college authorities. 

The most recent reports indicate that there are only 
five to seven active members in the ODC Chapter of SDS. At 
the time of the or^ization of the ODC Chapter of SDS, it was 
reported that approximately twenty-five to thirty students had 
attended meetings of and had shown interest in this group. The 
attitude of the administration toward this group apoarently 
had some influence in its decline on the campus at ODC. 

Norfolk will continue to be alert for other information 
pertinent to captioned matter.
